To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1953. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows. 
The  birth  rate,  15.89,  showed  a fall  on  that  for  the  previous  year  when  it 
was  17.75.  The  rate  was  similar  to  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  15.5  for  1953.  The  death  rate,  10.69,  showed  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year,  when  it  was  8.74,  but  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  was  11.4.  No  deaths  have  been  recorded  under  the 
heading  of  maternal  mortality  for  seven  years,  which  must  be  considered 
very  satisfactory. 

Three  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  which  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  51.72  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  15.38  for  the 
previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1953  was  26.8.  This 
is  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1932,  but  one  must  remember  that  a 
small  fluctuation  in  numbers  in  a small  community  means  a large  variation 
in  the  rate  per  1,000.  A better  picture  in  a community  of  this  size  may  be 
obtained  by  studying  the  situation  over  a number  of  years.  An  average 
of  the  infant  mortality  rate  over  the  last  20  years  is  20.96  per  1 ,000  live 
births,  which  must  be  considered  a satisfactory  low  rate. 

Section  B of  the  report  deals  with  the  general  provision  of  health 
services  for  the  area,  and  from  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  community  is 
very  well  provided  for  in  this  respect. 

In  Section  C last  year  I gave  a full  account  of  the  water  supply  to  the 
Borough.  This  year  I deal  briefly  with  sources  and  available  quantity. 
In  an  area  where  the  population  is  on  the  increase,  new  houses  with  piped 
water  supply  are  being  built  yearly  and,  industry  expanding,  there  is  an 
ever  increasing  demand  for  more  water,  and  thus  the  sources  of  supply 
should  be  constantly  under  review  so  that  the  needs  of  the  community  can 
be  met.  In  this  section  it  was  pleasing  to  report  that  work  had  com- 
menced on  the  construction  of  the  new  modern  sewage  works. 

The  next  Section,  D,  deals  with  housing,  and  it  was  rather  disappoint- 
ing that  no  Council  houses  and  only  one  private  house  was  built  during  the 
year.  There  are  still  a considerable  number  of  persons  on  the  Council's 
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waiting  list  for  Council  houses  and  also  a number  living  in  unfit  houses. 
These  matters  will  require  further  consideration  in  the  future. 

Section  F deals  with  the  prevalence  and  control  of  infectious  diseases 
and  gives  an  account  of  the  situation  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  It 
will  be  seen  that  Measles  was  the  chief  infectious  disease  and  these  cases 
were  part  of  an  outbreak  which  commenced  in  December,  1952.  Only 
one  case  required  removal  to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  this 
cause.  Dysentery  with  seven  cases  came  next,  and  this  also  was  part  of  a 
small  outbreak  which  occurred  in  1952.  No  further  cases  occurred  after 
January.  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  showed  a satisfactory  fall  from  14  in 
1952  to  2,  as  also  did  Whooping  Cough,  10  cases  compared  with  one. 
Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  but  were  not  connected.  It  is  very 
pleasing  to  note  a rise  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated,  but  the  rate 
is  still  too  low.  The  Borough  has  now  been  free  from  Diphtheria  for  nine 
years  and  the  response  by  parents  to  immunisation  is  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  throughout  the  year.  This  assists  very  considerably  in 
the  carrying  out  of  one’s  duties.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Town 
Clerk  and  Mr.  Drury  for  their  assistance  and  Mr.  Drury  for  information 
contained  in  this  report.  I should  also  like  to  mention  the  assistance  I 
have  had  from  Miss  Pearson  in  compiling  this  Annual  Report.

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SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  covers  an  area  of  1,945  acres. 

Population — In  the  Registrar  General's  returns  for  1953  the  popu- 
lation for  the  Borough  is  given  as  3,648.  This  shows  a decrease  of  13  on 
the  previous  year.  Births  outnumbered  deaths  by  19  during  the  period. 

Deaths — There  were  39  deaths  during  the  year,  22  males  and  17 
females.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  10.69  per  1,000  of  population.  The 
rate  for  the  previous  year  was  8.74.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1953  was  11 .4.  Deaths  in  the  Borough  occurred  in  the  following 
age  groups  :

Three  of  the  deaths  in  the  last  age  group  were  over  90  years.  A 
comparison  between  the  death  rates  for  the  Borough  Administrative 
County  and  England  and  Wales  for  a five  year  period  is  shown  in  the 
following  table  :

Table  No.  1,  page  19  gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death  and 
is  in  accordance  with  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries 
and  Causes  of  Death,  1948.  A table  showing  statistics  for  the  period 
1891-1953  is  given  on  page  23. 

Births— Fifty-eight  births,  29  male  and  29  female,  were  recorded 
during  the  period.  This  gives  a rate  of  15.89  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation. This  shows  a fall  on  the  previous  year  when  the  rate  was  17.75. 
In  1953  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.5. 

A comparison  between  the  rates  for  the  Borough,  Administrative 
County  and  England  and  Wales  for  the  last  five  years  is  shown  in  the 
following  table  :

Stillbirths — No  stillbirths  were  recorded.  1948  was  the  last  year 
when  a similar  nil  rate  was  recorded.  The  rate  for  1952  was  0.81  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1953  was 
0.35. 


Illegitimate  Births — No  illegitimate  births  were  recorded  during  the 
year  and  so  the  rate  is  nil.  In  the  previous  year  the  rate  was  15.38  per 
1,000  live  births. 

Infant  Mortality — Three  infant  deaths  occurred,  which  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  51.72  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  the  highest  recorded 
rate  for  a considerable  number  of  years,  but  one  must  consider  the  fact 
that  a slight  fluctuation  with  numbers  in  a small  community  means  a 
large  variation  in  the  rate.  A true  picture  is  only  obtained  by  considering 
the  rate  over  a number  of  years.  Table  No.  6,  page  23  gives  this  informa- 
tion, and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  infant  mortality  rate  over  the 
last  20  years  is  of  a satisfactory  low  level.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1953  was  26.8.  The  rate  for  the  Borough  for  1952  was  15.38  per  1,000 
live  births. 

Neo-natal  Mortality — This  is  a sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality 
rate  and  concerns  deaths  within  28  days  of  independent  existence.  Two 
of  the  three  deaths  come  under  this  sub-division.  Thus  the  neo-natal 
mortality  rate  for  the  period  was  34.48  compared  with  15.38  for  the 
previous  year.  A comparison  between  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
Borough,  Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales  for  a five  year 
period  is  shown  in  the  following  table  :

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory — The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  and 
Laboratory  at  Kettering  Hospital,  provide  facilities  for  laboratory  work 
in  connection  with  the  area.  The  assistance  received  from  Dr.  Hoyle  and 
Dr.  Voss  during  the  year  is  much  appreciated. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — Although  the  demand  for  antitoxin  now  is 
almost  nil,  stocks  require  to  be  kept  in  case  of  emergency.  The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  this  and  supplies  are  kept  at 
the  following  places  : 

Northampton  General  Hospital 
Wellingborough  Hospital 
Rushden  House  Sanatorium 
Rockingham  Road,  Kettering 

Ambulance  Service — The  County  Council  are  the  responsible  authority 
for  this  service.  The  Higham  Ferrers  Motor  Ambulance  Association 
supplies  the  service  for  them.  One  ambulance  is  kept  in  the  Borough  for 
non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring 
removal  to  hospital  are  conveyed  by  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade, 
Northampton,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — This  service  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council.  One  nurse  is  imployed  in  the  Borough. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — -An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at 
the  Methodist  Church  School  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  each  month. 
A medical  officer  is  present  on  the  4th  Thursday. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  service  and  Northampton  and  Kettering  General 
Hospitals  serve  the  area.  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  sent  to  Harborough  Road  Hospital,  Northampton.  The 
Hayway  Hospital,  Rushden,  supplies  facilities  for  out-patient  depart- 
ments, and  consultants  from  Northampton  and  Kettering  visit  this 
hospital.

Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention— National  Assistance  Act, 
1948 — No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948  during  the  year.  The  welfare  of  the  old  folk  in  the  Borough  has 
benefited  very  much  from  the  activities  of  the  flourishing  Old  Folks’ 
Committee.  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  are  run  and  persons  from  the 
Borough  in  the  Park  Hospital  are  visited  by  members  of  Toe  H and  this 
Welfare  Committee.  Such  visits  are  of  immense  value  to  old  folk.  It 
keeps  them  in  touch  with  the  activities  in  their  own  area  and,  better  still, 
demonstrates  to  them  that  they  are  not  forgotten. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply— The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Joint  Water  Board 
are  responsible  for  the  water  supply  for  the  area.  Full  details  of  the 
source  of  supply  and  treatment  were  given  in  last  year's  Annual  Report. 
In  a Midland  area  like  this,  with  no  mountain  or  moorland,  water  supply 
can  be  a problem,  and  so  it  is  of  interest  to  consider  the  sources  available. 

Sywell  Reservoir  is  supplied  by  springs  and  surface  water  from  a 
catchment  area  of  about  1,747  acres.  The  surrounding  land  is  arable 
pasture  and  woodlands.  The  reservoir  is  said  to  have  a capacity  of 
236,000,000  gallons  when  full,  but  probably  this  figure  is  reduced  by 
silting  of  the  bed.  In  a dry  season  the  level  of  this  reservoir  may  fall  to  a 
very  low  state  and  efforts  have  to  be  made  to  conserve  this  supply  and 
depend  mostly  on  the  river  gravel  wells  at  Hard  Water  Crossing, 
Wollaston.  A fall  in  the  level  at  Sywell  and  algae  growth  in  the  reservoir 
caused  some  taste  difficulties  with  the  water  during  the  summer  months. 
The  open  sand  filter  beds  became  impregnated  with  algae  and  the  water, 
after  filtration,  when  treated  with  chlorine,  gave  an  earthy  taste.  Fil- 
tration through  activated  charcoal  is  a good  method  for  treating  such 
water,  but  in  this  instance  the  sand  filters  were  scraped  and  new  sand 
added.  The  trouble  quickly  disappeared.  It  is  estimated  that  under 
normal  circumstances  this  source  can  supply  approximately  330,000 
gallons  per  day.  Under  drought  conditions  this  figure  is  considerably 
reduced  and  water  from  this  source  may  not  be  available. 

The  Wollaston  works  consist  of  a main  well  sunk  in  the  Nene  River 
Gravels,  with  three  collector  drains  to  augment  the  supply  to  the  well. 
This  source  yields  about  20,000  gallons  per  hour.  The  }deld  from  the 
gravel  wells  is  inclined  to  drop  if  the  well  is  overworked.  The  Nene  Valley 
would  appear  to  be  rich  in  potential  gravel  wells,  the  yields  from  such 
would  differ,  but  extra,  satisfactory  supplies  should  be  available.  The 
Board  are  also  responsible  for  the  Earls  Barton  and  Grendon  supply. 
The  Earls  Barton  supply  is  from  a gravel  well  and  springs.  The  water 
from  the  Nene  Gravels  is  fairly  hard. 

The  Wymington  works,  which  consist  of  four  wells  sunk  into  the 
Northampton  Sands  at  the  outcrop  of  the  Tapper  Lias  Clay,  are  only  used 
in  an  emergency.

The  results  of  this  analysis  show  that  the  water  is  fairly  hard,  slightly 
contaminated  with  organic  matter,  but  free  from  bacterial  contamination. 
This  water  is  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 

Quality  of  Water — Routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the 
year  for  bacteriological  examination  and  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
All  water  sold  by  the  Board  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

Hardness — The  total  hardness,  25.6  per  100,000,  is  rather  high.  A 
water  with  a hardness  of  over  30  parts  per  100,000  should  be  softened. 

The  quantity  of  water  used  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  was 
43,480,000  gallons.  The  following  table  shows  the  daily  consumption 
of  water  per  head  of  population  for  domestic  and  municipal  purposes 
for  the  period  1949  to  1953  :

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  1953  was  the  driest  year  for  a period  of 
five  years. 

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage— Works  on  the  new  modern 
sewage  works  commenced  during  the  year  and  satisfactory  progress  was 
made.  Some  new  sewers  were  also  laid  and  maintenance  work  on 
existing  sewers  carried  out. 

Closet  Accommodation — There  are  fourteen  houses  in  the  Borough 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  main  sewers.  Nine  of  these  houses  have 
septic  tanks  and  the  remaining  five,  earth  closets. 

Disinfection— Arrangements  with  Rushden  U.D.C.  for  steam  dis- 
infection of  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  in  connection  with  cases  of 
infectious  diseases,  were  made  as  necessary.  Disinfection  of  houses  by 
liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants  in  such  cases  were  also  carried  out. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — As  no  cases  of  infestation  were  found  or 
reported,  no  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Acts,  1949 — The  following  is  a sum- 
mary of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Two  maintenance  treatment  of  sewers. 

Sewage  works — one  treatment. 

Private  dwellings — one  treatment. 

Business  premises — one  treatment. 

Mice— private  dwellings — one  treatment, 
business  premises — nil. 

Movable  Dwellings — One  licensed  site  for  four  caravans  which  exists 
in  the  area  was  increased  to  six.  A further  licence  for  one  caravan  was 
issued.  W.C.  accommodation,  water  supply  and  adequate  drainage  exists 
where  licences  issued. 

Public  Cleansing — 757  loads  weighing  approximately  919  tons  were 
collected  in  the  area  during  the  period.  Tipping  is  now  carried  out  at  the 
Bedford  Road  Tip,  Rushden,  by  arrangement  with  the  Rushden  U.D.C. 
A site  for  the  tipping  of  household  refuse  has  been  inspected  near  to  the 
Borough  and  this  requires  further  investigation.

SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 


The  situation  with  regard  to  Housing  is  as  follows.  No  Council 
houses  were  completed  during  the  period.  Five  Council  houses  were  in 
the  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  private  house  was 
constructed  during  1953  and  twenty-five  licences  to  build  private  houses 
were  issued. 

On  31/12/53  the  situation  was  as  follows  :

No  private  houses  under  construction. 

In  1952  47  Council  houses  were  built  and  4 private  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  231  applicants  for  Council  houses 

and  this  showed  an  increase  of  41  on  the  previous  year.  An  investigation 

of  these  applications  showed  that  98,  or  42.4%  were  from  persons  in  the 

Borough,  and  134,  or  57.6%,  were  from  persons  living  outside  the  area. 

With  regard  to  persons  living  in  adjoining  areas,  if  they  are  Higham 

people  or  work  in  the  Borough,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  they  should  get 

« 

sympathetic  consideration.  As  Medical  Officer  of  five  adjoining  areas,  I 
do  come  across  such  cases  where  often  a young  couple  getting  married 
had  to  move  to  rooms  or  live  with  in-laws  in  an  adjoining  district.  I 
mention  this  point  in  order  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  demand 
for  Council  houses  is  still  a substantial  one  and  greater  than  the  42.4% 
of  applications  from  the  Borough  alone. 

A Ministry  Circular  on  Slum  Clearance  has  been  published,  and 
when  this  work  is  commenced  again  in  the  area,  more  Council  houses  will 
be  required.  After  the  very  fine  effort  of  1952,  one  must  consider  1953 
rather  disappointing.  Bad  housing  and  overcrowding  go  hand  in  hand 
with  ill-health. 
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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  and  Dairies — There  are  five  retailers  of  milk  in  the  Borough. 
Three  licences  for  the  retail  of  pasteurised  milk  and  three  for  T.T.  milk 
have  been  issued.  Some  raw  milk  is  also  sold  in  the  area.  The  majority 
of  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  Pasteurised.  Premises  used  in  connection  with 
milk  require  constant  supervision. 


Food  Premises — Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  A list  of  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  2,  page  20.

Ice-cream — There  are  twelve  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  in  the  Borough.  Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted 
for  examination  and  the  results  were  as  follows  : 

In  two  cases  the  Methylene  Blue  was  discoloured  at  the  end  of  four- 
and-a-half  hours,  and  in  one  case  at  the  end  of  two  hours.  Most  ice-cream 
sold  is  of  the  wrapped  variety  and  not  made  on  the  premises.  It  would 
be  advisable  for  more  samples  of  ice-cream  to  be  taken  during  the  season 
so  that  the  situation  can  always  be  under  observation. 


Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940 — Slaughtering  for 
local  requirements  was  carried  out  at  the  Rushden  Abattoir  under 
Ministry  of  Food  control.  All  meat  is  inspected  prior  to  distribution  for 
retail. 

Clean  Food  Campaign — In  1952  a series  of  lectures  accompanied  by 
films  on  ‘ Food  Poisoning  ’,  ‘ Food  Hygiene  ’,  were  given  in  the  Rushden- 
Higham  Ferrers  area.  In  1953  a number  of  talks  were  given  to  different 
societies  on  Food  Poisoning.  It  is  hoped  in  1954  to  continue  the  series 
of  lectures.  A very  considerable  amount  of  good  is  done  by  such  lecture- 
demonstrations,  but  it  does  not  mean  that  routine  inspections  of  premises 
should  not  be  carried  out.  This  is  necessary  to  maintain  and  improve 
standards.  It  often  affords  suitable  opportunities  for  practical  demon- 
strations in  Food  Hygiene.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  an  improvement  in  the  primary  vaccination 
figures  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  58  births  in  1953  and  22 
infants  under  one  year  and  one  year  were  vaccinated.  This  gives  a 
percentage  of  37.9.  This  percentage  is  still  too  low.  The  best  age  for 
primary  vaccination  is  3 months.  Smallpox  is  such  a serious  disease  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  protect  the  community.  Although  absent 
from  the  country  for  periods  Smallpox  has  reared  its  ugly  head  not  in- 
frequently in  recent  years. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  Borough  for  a 
period  of  nine  years.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  Diph- 
theria was  once  the  cause  of  much  loss  of  young  life.  The  absence  of  this 
disease  is  largely  due  to  the  protection  afforded  to  infants  and  young 
children  by  immunisation.

The  previous  year  34  infants  had  the  combined  inoculation  and  8 the 
inoculation  against  Whooping  Cough  only.

Pneumonia— Four  cases  and  one  death  occurred  during  the  period. 
In  the  previous  year  there  were  two  cases  and  no  deaths. 

Erysipelas — One  case  was  notified.  In  the  previous  year  two  cases 
occurred. 

Measles — 81  cases  of  measles  were  notified.  This  was  the  continu- 
ation of  an  outbreak  which  commenced  in  1952  and  ran  on  into  1953.  As 
will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  3,  page  21  the  majority  of  cases  occurred  in 
January,  with  a sharp  fall  in  February,  and  following  this  a few  cases 
occurred  in  the  following  months  and  finished  in  August  with  one  case. 
One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  and  no  deaths  occurred.  In  the 
previous  year  there  were  70  cases  of  Measles. 

Influenza — One  death  occurred  from  this  cause.  In  the  previous 
year  there  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza. 

Whooping  Cough — One  case  occurred  compared  with  10  in  the 
previous  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum — No  cases  occurred  during  the  period- 
The  last  case  due  to  this  cause  occurred  in  1947. 

Poliomyelitis — Two  cases  occurred,  one  in  a child  and  the  second  in 
an  adult.  The  first  case  occurred  in  August  and  the  second  in  October. 
Both  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  made  good  recovery.  In  the 
previous  year  there  was  one  case. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia — No  cases  were  notified.  In  the  previous  year 
there  was  one  case.

Tuberculosis — No  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  three  new  cases.  No 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  During  the  period 
one  death  in  a male  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  occurred.  One  case 
was  admitted  to  the  Rushden  Sanatorium  and  two  discharged,  and  three 
cases  admitted  to  the  Creaton  Sanatorium  and  two  discharged  during  the 
year.

The  After-Care  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  duties 
in  connection  with  persons  from  the  Borough  who  are  in  a sanatorium  or 
convalescing  at  home.  Such  work  helps  these  patients  very  considerably 
and  the  Borough  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee for  their  excellent  work. 

Food  Poisoning — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Two  cases 
occurred  in  the  previous  year. 

Bysentry — Seven  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentry  were  notified.  All  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  the  year  and  were  part  of  a small 
outbreak  which  occurred  in  the  previous  year.  As  reported  in  my 
annual  report  for  1952  the  majority  of  cases  were  in  children  of  a certain 
age  group  attending  the  local  school.  Following  certain  precautionary 
measures  taken  at  the  school  this  outbreak  cleared  up.  In  1952  there 
were  19  cases  of  Dysentery  notified. 

SECTION  G. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

Twenty-nine  visits  to  factories  in  the  area  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year.  Form  572  (Revised)  will  be  found  on  page  24, 
Table  No.  7.  As  a result  of  these  visits  two  written  notices  were  served. 
Two  factories  were  required  to  install  new  sanitary  accommodation. 

Sanitary  conveniences  provided  by  factories  in  the  area,  on  the  whole 
are  satisfactorily  maintained.  No  serious  complaints  were  reported 
during  the  year  from  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  not  used  with 
regard  to  provision  as  to  cleanliness,  numbers  employed,  temperature, 
ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  with  regard  to  Home  Work 
(Section  110  and  111).
